Town is gearing up for the big run 


MORE than 600 runners have already 
signed up for Sunday’s Black Country 
Road Run in Halesowen and organ¬ 
isers are hoping to break records for 
turnout and amount raised for charity. 

The fun run and 10k road race were 
re-branded last year in a bid to attract 
more runners and around 600 took 
part around the streets of the town. 

Organisers are confident they can 
beat last year’s total, having drafted in 
more support from local organisations. 

A dozen students from Halesowen 
College’s Public Services course will 
be among those marshalling the runs. 

Forty volunteers in total, including 


members of the Halesowen and Row- 
ley Regis Rotary Club and the Inner 
Wheel, will also be performing roles 
such as manning water stalls and giv¬ 
ing out medals. 

Amazing 

Organiser, Rotarian Alan Bowler, 
said: “The momentum this year has 
been amazing and there are more 
people talking about it than ever. It 
is great for the community. We can’t 
thank people enough. It is all about 
the charities.” 

This year legendary Black Coun¬ 
try fundraiser ‘Blind’ Dave Heeley, 


from West Bromwich, is also joining 
the throngs on the start line for the 
10k event, raising money for JDRF, a 
charity trying to find a cure for Type 
1 Diabetes. Dave is famed for several 
marathon feats including running 
seven marathons across seven conti¬ 
nents in seven days. 

Any remaining places will be subject 
to availability on Sunday. Runners are 
asked to mass on Somers Square in the 
town centre for 8.45am. 

The start for the 10k road race will 
be at 9am in Birmingham Road, taking 
in two laps of the town. There will also 
be a 5k fun run.

RELATIVES of Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins, who was killed in a 
random attack by a paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenic, have spoken out following a 
report which identified failings by the 
police, prison service and NHS. 

Christina, 16, was stabbed on a bus in Birmingham by 
Philip Simelane while she was on her way to Leasowes 


High School in March 2013. 

The report by Birming¬ 
ham CrossCity Clinical 
Commissioning Group said 
her death could have been 
prevented were it not for 
‘missed opportunities’ by 
the authorities. 

Simelane, 23, was sen¬ 
tenced to an indeterminate 
hospital order after plead¬ 
ing guilty to manslaughter 
on the grounds of dimin¬ 
ished responsibility. He had 
a history of mental illness 
but had been released unsu¬ 
pervised from prison three 
months before the attack. 

Christina’s great-uncle 
Chris Melia welcomed the 
publication of the report by 
Dr Alison Reed, which made 
51 recommendations call¬ 
ing for improved sharing of 
mental health information 
between agencies. However, 
he said the family disagreed 
with Dr Reed’s conclusion 
that nobody could have pre¬ 
dicted the random attack on 
Christina, which took place 
on a bus in Hagley Road, 
Edgbaston. 

“The report said that 
Christina’s death was pre¬ 
ventable but not predicta¬ 
ble, but we believe it was 
also predictable, we believe 
that very strongly,” he said. 

In a statement, Chris¬ 
tina’s family added: “The 
report clearly shows that 
long-term failings by mem¬ 
bers of the police, prison

service and medical staff 
effectively to deal with and 
treat Philip Simelane dur¬ 
ing 11 years of a developing 
mental illness, culminated 
in a series of mismanaged 
opportunities throughout 
the 14 months leading up to 
Christina’s death on a bus in 
Birmingham.” 

Mr Melia added that 
Simelane’s mother had 
called police 21 times in the 
months leading up to the at¬ 
tack because of her son. 

“There were lots of other 
people who said how gravely 
ill this chap was but some¬ 
how they didn’t seem to find 
it necessary to do anything,” 
said Mr Melia. “He had as¬ 
saulted a police officer and 
he had assaulted his mother 
a number of times. He said 
he was going to stab and 
kill her. There are so many 
missed opportunities it’s un¬ 
believable.” 


Robber is 
sentenced 
to 16 years 
for raids 

A BANK robber who took 
part in two terrifying raids 
in the Black Country has 
been locked up for a total of 
16 years. 

Stephen Loftus, aged 34, 
from Worcestershire, acted 
as lookout during a rob¬ 
bery at Santander in Bear¬ 
wood on July 30 last year, 
in which nearly £5,000 was 
taken. 

In a second robbery at 
Britannia Building Society 
in Halesowen three weeks 
later he carried an imita¬ 
tion gun and threatened a 
cashier, making off with the 
same amount again. 

Traumatised 

Staff were left trauma¬ 
tised by the horrific ordeals, 
with one cashier ‘roughed 
up’ during the hold-ups. 

At a hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court, 
Loftus, of Hoarstone Close, 
Bewdley, was jailed for his 
part in the raids. 

He had been found guilty 
after a trial earlier this year. 

He was sentenced to six 
years for the first robbery 
and 10 years for the second, 
with the terms set to run 
consecutively. 

He was also handed five 
years for possession of an 
imitation firearm, which 
will run concurrently with 
the other sentences.

City to shed 
6,000 jobs 

AROUND 6,000 more jobs 
will be slashed at Birming¬ 
ham City Council. 

The jobs will be cut by 
2018, reducing the number 
of full-time posts to just 
7,000. The losses are on top 
of around 7,000 jobs that 
have already been slashed 
at the authority since 2010. 

Unions officials were 
meeting council bosses yes¬ 
terday after branding the 
news as ‘heartbreaking’. 
Council leader Sir Albert 
Bore said there were ‘grave 
challenges’ ahead.

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£5k grant delay hits gardens plan 


CAMPAIGNERS have suffered a 
blow in their bid to buy an 18th cen¬ 
tury walled garden after councillors 
deferred plans to give a £5,000 
grant. 

Members of Halesowen Abbey 
Trust want to buy the Grade I listed 
garden at The Leasowes park, in 
Halesowen, to open it to the public. 

It has been closed since the 
gardens shut as a centre for hor¬ 


ticultural students after the 
then-Stourbridge College left the 
site 18 months ago. 

Setback 

Campaigners struck a deal with 
new site owners Birmingham Met¬ 
ropolitan College in a bid to safe¬ 
guard the future of the garden. 

But the trust had hoped to secure 
£5,000 from councillors sitting on 


the Belle Vale and Hayley Green 
community forum towards their 
costs. 

Yet councillors deferred a deci¬ 
sion, saying they needed more in¬ 
formation, to the disappointment of 
campaigners. 

Trust leader Mick Freer called the 
issue a ‘blip’ but vowed to ensure 
the deal was sealed by its mid-Octo¬ 
ber deadline. Mr Freer said that the 


£5,000 would have been put towards 
the purchase price. 

He added: “It is disappointing but 
I do not think it will cause us too 
much of a problem because we will 
buy it one way or another. It is a 
blip, but that’s life.” 

Trust members are still confident 
of raising enough cash to complete 
the deal and will continue to pursue 
the application. 


Prison for bank robber 
who terrified a cashier 


A BANK cashier in Halesowen was left terri¬ 
fied when robbers burst into her branch and 
she was threatened with a gun. 

The cashier at the Britannia Building Society in Hale¬ 
sowen was unaware that the firearm was an imitation 


when Stephen Loftus and another man entered the bank. 
She was threatened by the pair as Loftus held the fake gun 
in a plastic bag. She handed over £5,000 to the robbers. 

Prosecutor Mr James 
Dunston told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court that the 
member of staff had taken 
four months off work fol¬ 
lowing the incident. He said: 
“The following day she felt 
sick and petrified when she 
saw a customer with a ruck¬ 
sack, from there her health 
suffered dramatically. ” 

The employee also suf¬ 
fered from Bell’s Palsy, a 
weakness or paralysis of face 
muscles, which Mr Dunston 
suggested had been brought 
by her terrifying experience, 
although there was no med¬ 
ical evidence it was linked. 

In another robbery three 
weeks before, on July 30, 
Loftus and two others 
were involved in a raid at 
Santander in Bearwood. 
Another member of the 
gang went behind the coun¬ 
ter and ‘roughed up’ a staff 
member. 

Loftus remained on the 
opposite side of the counter 
and made a hand gesture to 
the cashier in the form of a 
gun and smiled. He was the 
getaway driver. 

In defence Mr Andrew 
Jackson said: “Neither rob¬ 
bery was perpetrated over 
a lengthy period of time, as 
such threat of violence was 
mercifully brief.” 

Loftus, aged 34, of Hoar¬ 
stone Close, Bewdley, was 
sentenced to six years for 
the first robbery and 10 
years for the second, with 
the terms to run consecu¬ 
tively. He got five years for 
possession of an imitation 
firearm, to run concur¬ 
rently. Other men involved 
in the raids were not caught. 


Three are 
accused of 
theft plot 

TWO men and a teenager 
are accused of plotting to 
steal vehicles at a Halesow¬ 
en car dealership. 

Mohammed Khan, Kieran 
Gordon, and a 17-year-old, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reason, will appear 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court tomorrow (Friday). 

Keys 

It is alleged the trio, ar¬ 
rested in the early hours last 
Thursday near Halesow¬ 
en’s Beechwood Audi, used 
lock-picking equipment and 
a device to program blank 
car keys in a bid to steal ve¬ 
hicles. 

Khan, aged 24, from Wal- 
ford Road in Sparkhill, Bir¬ 
mingham, Gordon, 18, from 
Mill Road, Cradley Heath 
and the 17-year-old from 
Smethwick are accused of 
attempted burglary at the 
Manor Lane dealership and 
conspiracy to steal motor 
vehicles. 

The trio are also charged 
with stealing an Audi RS5 
from New Street in Wolver¬ 
hampton on August 22 and 
a burglary in Barrs Road, 
Cradley Heath, on August 
23 when two cars were 
taken. 

The 17-year-old faces two 
further charges of burglary. 


Truckers back transplants

HORNS blared and crowds cheered as more 
than 40 trucks took to the streets of the 
Black Country to raise funds to help people 
who need organ transplants. 

The huge convoy, which weighed in ex¬ 
cess of 1,500 tons, set off from Hilton Park 
Services and passed through five Black 
Country centres before arriving at the 
Kingfisher Club in Wall Heath. 

At its peak, the fleet measured a mile in 
length and featured more than 60 vehicles, 
as cars and vans joined in. 


Crowds gathered to cheer the drivers on 
during their 24-mile trip through Wolver¬ 
hampton, Bilston, West Bromwich, Old¬ 
bury and Dudley. The event raised more 
than £1,200 for the Liver Foundation at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 

Organiser Andrew Day led the convoy 
in the 44-ton Volvo truck he drives for WK 
Edwards in Russells Hall. He said the cam¬ 
paign was inspired by his wife Rachel, who 
underwent a life-saving kidney transplant 
on Christmas Day in 2006. 


Blaze at 
derelict 
school 
building 

MORE than 40 firefighters 
were called in to tackle a 
blaze at a former school in 
Blackheath. 

Eeight fire engines at¬ 
tended the scene in Holt 
Road, the site of the former 
Holt Farm Primary School. 

The roof of part of the 
105-year-old building was 
destroyed by the blaze, 
which took more than two 
hours to extinguish. Flames 
and huge plumes of black 
smoke were visible for miles 
around the scene. 

Crews from Smethwick 
attended the scene after the 
fire was reported at around 
4.10pm on Saturday. When 
they saw the scale of the fire 
they called for back-up and 
were joined by additional 
crews from Dudley, High- 
gate, Oldbury, Tipton, La¬ 
dy wood and Haden Cross. 

Holt Road was sealed off 
at both ends for four hours 
while West Midlands Fire 
Service attempted to secure 
the area. Fire investigators 
were also at the scene try¬ 
ing to determine the cause 
of the fire. 

Firefighters used a large 
rig to help them push over 
a large gable wall in order to 
quell the flames. 

The school hads been 
boarded up since closure in 
2006 and had been a regular 
target for vandals. 

Scarecrows 
invade village

crow Festival is set to re¬ 
turn for its 19th year. 

The festival takes place 
across the village of Bel¬ 
broughton on September 
27 and 28. More than 100 
scarecrows are expected this 
year with the theme being 
movie heroes and villains.

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Nuisance 
tenant is 
evicted 
by council 

A COUNCIL tenant has 
been evicted from his home 
after he ignored warnings 
following persistent abuse 
of drugs in the property. 

Ramone Das, aged 21, 
was kicked out of his home 
in Simmons Drive, Quin¬ 
ton, after ignoring warnings 
from police and Birming¬ 
ham City Council. He was 
issued with an anti-social 
behaviour injunction in 
February but after failing 
to heed warnings, Birming¬ 
ham County Court issued an 
outright possession order on 
Friday. 

The smell of cannabis, 
alongside his threatening 
behaviour, caused a nui¬ 
sance to residents living in 
the area. 

Councillor James McKay 
said: “I praise the commit¬ 
ment of staff from both 
Birmingham City Council 
and West Midlands Police 
and local residents for tak¬ 
ing a stand in this case. We 
will seek Possession Orders 
against any of our tenants 
who breach their tenancy 
conditions in this way.” 

Sergeant Jeff Doak, of the 
Quinton Neighbourhood 
Policing Team, said: “As 
this eviction clearly shows, 
those who think they are 
above the law and commit 
crimes and cause anti-social 
behaviour can think again.” 

Armed raid 
on Aldi store 

THREE masked men armed 
with machetes carried out a 
robbery at a supermarket in 
Dudley, leaving one female 
member of staff with minor 
injuries. 

The robbers burst into 
Aldi, in Saltwells Road, at 
7.15am on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 10, and threatened 
staff with the weapons be¬ 
fore leaving with cash in a 
getaway car and heading 
toward Cradley Heath. 

A 22-year-old shop 
worker suffered a cut to her 
hand during the raid and 
was treated by paramedics. 

Anyone with information 
should call police on 101. 

Pub site homes 

PLANS for five four-bed¬ 
room detached homes on 
the site of a Black Country 
pub have been lodged. 

Horgan Homes and Devel¬ 
opments Ltd has submitted 
proposals to Dudley Council 
planners for the scheme at 
the Yew Tree Inn in Hockley 
Lane, Dudley. 


Superfast broadband to get £6m funding 


A £6 MILLION funding boost has been se¬ 
cured for a project aimed at connecting 95 
per cent of the Black Country to high speed 
broadband by 2017. 

The money will see a major investment in 
infrastructure in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

The money has been secured thanks to 
the four Black Country councils working in 
partnership with the Black Country Con¬ 
sortium to find £3 million of funding, which 
will be matched by the Government-backed 


Broadband Delivery UK. A further £1.5 mil¬ 
lion is set to be raised by service providers 
to complete the project. 

Dudley MP Ian Austin has been cam¬ 
paigning to get the Government to back the 
plans for high speed broadband in the area. 

Secured 

He has recently received a letter from 
Digital Economy Minister Ed Vaizey to con¬ 
firm the funding had been secured. 

He said: “Constituents got in touch with 


me after being told by broadband compa¬ 
nies that there were no plans for Dudley to 
get superfast broadband. 

“Places like London have been the first to 
benefit and I don’t see why Dudley should 
be left behind, so I’m really pleased 95 per 
cent of people in the Black Country will now 
be covered. I’m pleased the Black Country 
Consortium and local councils have made 
this progress. Now I want the Government 
to guarantee that Dudley will get covered as 
soon as possible.” 


Councillor Judy Foster, Dudley Council 
cabinet member for economic regenera¬ 
tion, added: “In Dudley we are absolutely 
committed to ensuring businesses in our 
borough have the platform to prosper and 
thrive. Only 60 per cent of businesses in 
the Black Country have access to super-fast 
broadband but this agreement by the four 
Black Country councils and the LEP, will 
help meet the target of super-fast broad¬ 
band being available to 95 per cent of peo¬ 
ple.” 


Vets gets expansion green 
light but with noise clause 


A VETERINARY practice has been given the 
go-ahead to expand into a former super¬ 
market but must come up with a measure to 
keep animal noise to a minimum. 

The Manor Veterinary Centre, in Kent Road, 
Halesowen, was given planning permission to open 
a surgery in an adjacent former Co-operative store 
in Manor Road by Dudley Council. 


The application was 
granted on the condition 
the business gets a scheme 
approved to protect nearby 
residents from noise. 

The surgery will also 
only be allowed a maximum 
number of two consultants 
working in the extension. 

Opposition 

The proposal was met 
with opposition from four 
residents who complained 
about potential noise, park¬ 
ing problems and the loss 
of the supermarket, which 
closed earlier this year. 

In a notice of approval 
written by the director of 
the urban environment, 
John Millar said: “Develop¬ 
ment shall not begin until 
a scheme for protecting 
residents in the residential 
properties from noise from 
the veterinary surgery has 
been submitted and ap¬ 
proved by the planning au¬ 
thority.” 

Officers said due to the 
surgery being primarily run 
with staff front the existing 
surgery, there would not be 
huge demand for parking 
spaces.

The centre’s agents said 
the expansion was down to 
the success of the firm. They 
said: “The practice needs 
more space to alleviate the 
pressure on the their exist¬ 
ing premises at Kent Road. 

“The acquisition will pro¬ 
vide an acceptable and con¬ 
venient building to satisfy 
this need.” 

The building would be 
refurbished to provide four 
operating theatre rooms 
on the ground floor. There 
would also be a store, tea 
room and toilet. 

On closing the supermar¬ 
ket transferred the workers 
to new Co-op in Spies Lane 
and created 10 new jobs. 

The environmental safety 
and health team at Dudley 
Council raised no objection 
to the plan. 

In a letter, the team said: 
“The application premises 
are in a precinct of existing 
retail premises and are next 
door to an existing veteri¬ 
nary surgery, which is also 
operated by the applicant.”

Village is 
to restore 
library in 
phone box 

A CALLOUS arsonist 
stopped to admire their 
wicked ork, videoing one of 
the world’s smallest librar¬ 
ies as it burned. 

A grainy CCTV image 
showed the vandal taking 
out their phone and captur¬ 
ing the moment as they de¬ 
stroyed the phone box book 
exchange in Clent, near 
Stourbridge. A car nearby 
was also set on fire. 

The charred remains of 
hundreds of books lay inside 
the blackened skeleton of 
the familiar red phone box 
on Bromsgrove Road, cele¬ 
brated as one of the world’s 
smallest libraries. 

A fundraising drive is 
under way so that the phone 
box library, destroyed in 
July, can be restored. 

Paul Timmins, Chairman 
of the Clent History Society, 
said: “It was a pointless act 
of destruction, there’s no 
gain for the person that did 
it, and the consequence for 
the rest of the village is that 
it’s created a lot of upset. 

“But in one respect it has 
created a bit of community 
spirit because people are 
discussing it.”

Petition is launched 
by grieving mother 


THE grieving mother of a heroin addict who 
died of a drug overdose the same day he 
came out of prison has launched a petition 
calling for more to be done to help addicts 
after they are released. 

Jason Bailey died at his mother’s home in Hale¬ 
sowen on June 4 after overdosing on heroin. 

His mother, Beverly Bailey, said her son was released 


from prison following a 10- 
week stint for shop theft as 
having no fixed abode, and 
with around £100 he had 
earned from working while 
in prison. 

She has now started a 
petition to change the re¬ 
lease system for known 
drug addicts from prison, 
by giving them vouchers or 
a credit card system which 
limits what they spend their 
money on. 

Mrs Bailey said: “I think 
it makes more sense that 
when they come out of 
prison to be able to get 
support and get the things 
they need to, rather than 
going out and spending it on 
drugs. 

“A credit card system 
which can allow them to 
spend money on transport, 
food, clothing and pay for 
a hostel or a halfway house 
would support them rather 
than just giving them money 
to spend on drugs. 

“If anything good can 
come from what has hap¬ 
pened to us is a complete 
change of the system. It

could save some families 
from having to go through 
the heartache that we have 
gone through.” 

She said she wanted to 
make people aware of the 
lack of support that is given 
to drug addicts when re¬ 
leased from prison. 

Mr Robin Balmain, senior 
coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try, said at the inquest into 
Jason Bailey’s death that he 
would write to the prison 
service to express his con¬ 
cerns. 

He commented: “I am 
concerned that in the cir¬ 
cumstances of this case that 
there was no support for 
Mr Bailey. He was a known 
heroin user. There was no 
support services available. 
It seems to me there was 
every likelihood he would 
buy heroin, which is exactly 
what he did.”

AS we speak I am contemplating 
taking a hammer to my mobile 
phone and smashing it to piec¬ 
es. A primitive form of repair, I 
concede but yet again it has de¬ 
cided to wake me an hour earlier 
than I intended by deciding to 
do a spot of spontaneous pho¬ 
tography. 

Now you might well be asking 
why I simply don’t switch the 
thing off for the night.

POLITICS

THE National Health Service will 
be one of the main battlegrounds 
for the next election and the 
West Midlands is going to see 
some of the fiercest fights. 

The scandal of Stafford Hos¬ 
pital has spread out to others, 
with more patients being taken 
to Wolverhampton and Walsall 
for care. The brand of Stafford 
has been tainted. 

Politicians are using it as a 
stick to beat each other with. 
The Tories hold it up as an ex¬ 
ample of why Labour is no 
longer fit to oversee its own 
greatest achievement, the NHS 
itself, while Labour points to the 
downgrade of Stafford as an ex¬ 
ample of how the Tories can’t be 
trusted with it. 

Stafford itself is a marginal 
constituency. Conservative Jer¬ 
emy Lefroy has been campaign¬ 
ing as hard as anyone could for 
the hospital, but could well be 
punished if his pleas are falling 
on deaf ears with his own party. 

His Labour opponent Kate 
Godfrey has already told him to 
stand down and force a by-elec¬ 
tion to put Stafford at the top of 
the agenda. Amid the typical red 
v blue row, an alternative emerg¬ 
es. 

Karen Howells, a founding 
member of the Support Stafford 
Hospital campaign, which has 
been camped out on the lawn 
of the site to fight the planned 
downgrade, is standing for the 
National Health Action party. 

It might well be a one-issue 
party, but in Stafford it also hap¬ 
pens that its one issue is the big¬ 
gest one. 

And it would be foolish to 
write the party off as a wasted 
vote. One of its founders is Dr 
Richard Taylor, who was elected 
as an independent in Wyre For¬ 
est not once but twice. 

Neither Labour nor the Con¬ 
servatives can afford to write 
Stafford off. There is still little 
between them in the opinion 
polls and the key marginals that 
changed hands in 2010 are the 
ones that will determine who 
gets to run the country from 
2015. 

Leave it to the voting public to 
decide how much MPs get paid 
and the answer would probably 
be ‘nothing’. 

So they were all prepared for 
grumbling over the recommend¬ 
ed hike in their pay. Simply put, 
they don’t deserve it at a time of 
austerity, particularly when other 
public servants have endured a 
pay freeze. 

The problem is they didn’t de¬ 
cide that they should get it. That 
was the verdict of the independ¬ 
ent body set up to regulate their 
pay because so many of them 
couldn’t be trusted not to treat 
the taxpayer like their own per¬ 
sonal piggy bank. 

The Independent Parliamenta¬ 
ry Standards Authority was cre¬ 
ated to stop them deciding what 
they should get. And now it’s 
come to a decision they’re being 
told to intervene and overrule it, 
which sort of defeats the whole 
object.

CHARLIE BENTON takes 
a look at Dudley man Jake 
Pearson’s collection of 
curiosities and bric-a-brac 

HE has everything from 14th 
century Arabic coins and one 
armed bandit slot machines to 
butcher’s bikes and a Sinclair 
C5 in his personal collection 
which has taken five years to 
accumulate. 

Now Jake Pearson is opening up his 
memorabilia of 1,000 different curios to 
members of the public to help raise funds 
for a good cause. 

The72-year-old from Dudley decided to 
start collecting the items at his home on 
a whim. 

He said: “I woke up one morning and 
recalled the old cast iron range fire grate 
we used to have when I was a child so I 
decided to go out and buy one. 

“I found and bought one that was orig¬ 
inally from Himley Hall and it all started 
from there really.” 

Mr Pearson said he collects things that 
he remembers from his childhood that he 
believes will strike a chord with others. 

The items are stored in a dedicated 
60ft veranda and extension outside of 
his Holly Hall home with all of the items 
on display. 

“They have similar things at the Black 
Country Living Museum and such but 
why should people pay however much a 
ticket costs there when they can see bet¬ 
ter items here?” Jake said. 

Hospital 

Mr Pearson said people are welcome to 
view his items and if they want to they 
can make a donation which Mr Pearson 
said will go towards Russell’s Hall Hos¬ 
pital cancer ward. 

He said he is constantly on the lookout 
for memorabilia to add to his collection 


and more than anything would love 
to add a fairground ride as a garden 
decoration. He made a similar appeal 
for people to come along and view his 
collection a few years ago when it was 
smaller but he did not get the reaction 
he was hoping for. 

“My collection has grown since I last 
made the appeal and I have more inter¬ 
esting things for people to come along 
and see,” he added. “I have quite a col¬ 
lection of bicycles now which I think 
are fantastic — I have an old butcher’s 
bike, a baker’s bike, a tandem bicycle 


in showroom condition and a penny 
farthing.” 

Although his wife is supportive of 
his collection, to a point, Jake said she 
mainly just ‘gets on with it’ as she re¬ 
spects his hobby. Between them they 
have three children, 14 grandchildren 
and 10 great-grandchildren. 

Mr Pearson said that he believes 
young children will love the collection 
as his own great-grandchildren often 
come round to see the items he has on 
show. 

“They do like to mess around with 


the things so sometimes I do have to 
watch them with the rarer items,” he 
said. “They do seem to enjoy the one 
armed bandit slot machines and will 
spend ages playing with them.” 

Although his expansive collection only 
started growing to the size it is now over 
the past few years Jake said he has al¬ 
ways been fond of old things. 

He said: “I have often collected or 
bought older things, I have even been 
through a period of owning classic cars 
which I loved.” 

Over the years hehas owned both a 
classic Aston Martin and Jaguar. 

One of the most curious items he has 
is an old writing box from a Congrega¬ 
tional Sunday school in Brierley Hill 
presented to a Mr J Holmes around 
1807. 

Information 

Despite going to a number of Sunday 
schools in Brierley Hill as a child he does 
not recognise the school and would like 
some more information on the item. 

He said he does not keep track of his 
spending as he prefers to think more 
of the viewing appeal and sentimental 
value of the items. 

Although he has thought before about 
moving the collection from his home and 
setting up his own museum space, Jake 
said health issues have prevented him. 

An ex-lorry driver, he said that he is 
not retired but that his failing eyesight 
has made it impossible to work. 

He is proud of his collection, He said: 
“I’ve had people come in and they are 
gobsmacked and think what I have is 
brilliant. When they come in and they 
see all the things that I have they are 
so impressed and it absolutely makes 
my day. 

“I just want people to come out and 
see these things so they don’t go to 
waste and hopefully a bit of money can 
be raised for Russells Hall in the pro¬ 
cess.”

Tougher 
time ahead 
for benefit 
claimants 


PEOPLE looking for work in the Black Coun¬ 
try will be obliged to spend 35 hours a week 
in a job centre trying to find employment, as 
part of a new trial starting next month. 

This October will see the introduction of the pi¬ 
lot job search schemes, where unemployed benefit 
claimants will be required to carry supervised job 
searches every week. 


Claimants will be ex¬ 
pected to sign an attend¬ 
ance register at a local job 
centre t 9am and search for 
jobs until 5pm, for five days 
a week over three months. 

If they fail to do so, they 
will face sanctions, with 
the first sanction resulting 
in the loss of one month’s 
worth of benefits, and the 
second sanction culminating 
in the withdrawal of three 
months’ money. 

The scheme is also being 
rolled out in East Anglia, 
West Yorkshire, Surrey and 
Sussex and will run until 
March next year. If a suc¬ 
cess, the Department for 
Work and Pensions say it 
may be extended to cover 
the whole country. A total 
of 6,000 claimants are being 
selected to take part. 

They will be selected by 
two criteria: the first batch

will be aged between 18-24 
and have been claiming for 
20-24 weeks, while the sec¬ 
ond group will be over 25 
and have been claiming for 
33-37 weeks. 

They will only be selected 
if their job adviser thinks 
they will benefit from the 
extra support to find work. 

A spokesperson from 
the DWP said: “It’s right 
that we ask claimants to 
do everything they can to 
look for work in return for 
their benefits and this pilot 
is looking at how we provide 
that extra support to those 
whose lack of job-hunting 
skills is preventing them 
from finding a job”. 

Critics claim in many of 
the places the problem lies 
in a lack of jobs rather than 
a lack of job seeking.

'Disgrace' — anger at 
iV’s depiction of town 


FIRST we had Benefits Street, 
Channel 4’s fly-on-the-wall 
documentary showing the 
daily activities of White Dee 
and her merry band of Brum¬ 
mies on the dole. 

Now the channel has launched its 
latest arrow at the region in the shape 
of Cops and Robbers, a look at prolific 
criminals and the work police do to try 
and persuade them to change. 

Last week’s first episode focused on 
Dudley, ironically one of the country’s 
most successful spots when it comes 
to reducing re-offending. It wasn’t a 
pretty picture. 

Reducing 

We were introduced to 27-year-old 
Jason ‘Stokesy’ Stokes, a self-con¬ 
fessed one-man crimewave who has 
spent a large chunk of his adult life 
locked up. Then there’s Becky, a young 
woman who finds pinching from shops 
as easy as sucking back on her crack 
pipe. She’s lost all four of her children 
to social services. 

Since Cops and Robbers aired many 
proud Dudley folk expressed outrage 
at what many see as an unfair depic¬ 
tion of life in the town. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: 
“I thought it was a total disgrace. You 
can find people like that in every town 
and city, but of course they had to sin¬ 
gle us out. 

“There are plenty of decent, hard 
working people in the town, some 
of whom come from difficult back¬ 
grounds. 

“The characters they decided to fea¬ 
ture are a nothing but a blight on our 
community. I want to see them behind 
bars not splashed across the television 
screen.” 

A spokesman for C4 said: “We 
make clear that this is a national issue 
but one that the West Midlands Police 
are leading the way in confronting. ”

WHEN it comes to stopping convicted 
crooks from committing more crime, 
West Midlands Police is the best in 
the country but officers say that suc¬ 
cess failed to come across in Channel 
4’s Cops and Robbers.

Unwilling to give up with¬ 
out a fight, Mr Powell wrote 
to the store’s chairman, 
Sir Richard Broadbent, to 
explain how he feared the 
move would put him out of 
business. 

Petition 

It was, by his own admis¬ 
sion, a desperate plea for 
help, but in true David ver¬ 
sus Goliath fashion Tesco 
withdrew its planning appli¬ 
cation. 

Mr Powell, who was 
backed by a petition from 
250 customers and also re¬ 
ceived support from Cradley 
Heath Traders’ Association 
and local councillors, said: 
“You can’t let these big 
businesses steamroller the 
smaller shops. 

“I am not against compe¬ 
tition but as a single trader 
I couldn’t have competed 
with a business on a car 
park supported by such a 
huge supermarket chain 
that could open from 8am to 
7pm seven days a week.

“Besides, there are plenty 
of empty shops in Cradley 
Heath High Street.”

Sweet memories of 
the Blue Bird brand

LEMON drops, humbugs and 
chocolate-coated toffees, all 
boxed in decorative tins with 
the famous blue bird brand of 
confectionery. 

Decades after the sweets have been 
peaten, the charm of the Blue Bird 
tins lives on with many now collector’s 
items. Ranging from designs of British 
birds to Egyptian tombs, the tinsfrom 
the former Hunnington-based firm 
cause fascination. 

As part of the Black Country Ech¬ 
oes Festival, the Black Country Living 
Museum held a presentation of its 
Blue Bird collection. Visitors heard 
about the factory’s history and the 
community which revolved around it. 

Former workers and their relatives 
also shared memories of their time at 
the firm, which began in 1898 when 
Harry Vincent set up as a confectioner. 
He built a factory off Bromsgrove 
Road, Hunnington, ands a garden vil¬ 
lage for workers in 1927. The factory 
had a canteen, concert hall and sports 
pavilion. The site closed in 1998. 


MEMORY LANE

Clare Weston, museum curator, 
gave a talk on the collection. The 
40-year-old worked as a sweet wrap¬ 
per at the factory during university 
holidays in the summers of 1993 and 
1994. She said: “When I was there the 
place was obviously a much smaller 
operation but there were still around 
100 people still working at the site. It 
was the hardest work I have ever done, 
working 8am to 4pm and then till 6pm 
overtime, on our feet all day at the end 
of the production line. But there was a 
sense of community and history.” 

Brenda Osbourn, 68, worked at 
the factory on and off between 1967 
and 1991 after moving into one of 
the houses built for workers. She still 
lives there today. Her husband Gerald 
worked as a caretaker from the age 
of 14 to 61, while his father Leonard 
Osbourn was a sugar boiler at the 
factory. She said: “People were very 


proud to have worked for the family 
business.” 

Joan Hughes worked in the offices 
from 1964 to 1966 after leaving col¬ 
lege in Dudley. She said: “When I was 
there the firm began modernising and 
was looking into TV advertising.” 

Mrs Hughes remembers bus loads 
of workers being taken to the factory 
from Dudley. 

Historian Julian Hunt, President of 
Romsley and Hunnington History So¬ 
ciety, believes up to 500 people worked 
at the factory in its heyday. 

He said: “The company’s tins were 
iconic. They were designed very care¬ 
fully to be recognised. A lot of time and 
effort would have been spent on them, 
and it paid off. Wholesalers and retail¬ 
ers gained confidence in the brand and 
gave Blue Bird products prominence in 
their displays.” 

The collection of Blue Bird tins and 
the Harry Vincent Ltd archives were 
saved by Hull Museum when former 
parent company Needlers closed down. 
They were transferred to the Black 
Country Museum in 2007.

THE firm behind the loss-making Quest en¬ 
tertainment zone at the Merry Hill shopping 
centre has warned it may have to close the 
attraction. 

Opened just two years ago, the £1.3 million activities 
centre has failed to make a profit and operator Paragon 
Entertainment says its ‘performance continues to be chal¬ 


lenging’. 

The company, which built 
visitor attractions including 
Titanic Belfast, the Wallace 
and Gromit ride at Black¬ 
pool Pleasure Beach and the 
official Olympic Museum in 
Switzerland, has slashed the 
value of the Quest centre by 
£420,000 to just £150,000 
and warns that closure re¬ 
mains an option. 

Paragon says it is also 
considering further invest¬ 
ment or moving the location 
of the attraction, which in¬ 
cludes rope walks, soft play 
areas, a jungle-gym assault 
course and a Nerf combat 
arena. 

The Quest centre created 
30 jobs when it first opened 
but now has just two full¬ 
time staff and a number of 
part-timers. 

A spokesman confirmed 
that the company had been 
in talks with Merry Hill’s 
new owners, the Intu group,

but declined to comment on 
the nature or content of the 
discussions. 

Paragon used the Quest 
centre to launch the attrac¬ 
tions arm of its business 
in 2012. Previously it had 
built attractions for other 
firms to run. 

Quest was also seen as a 
show room and a test mar¬ 
ket to explore and develop 
their new concepts. 

In a trading statement 
this week, Paragon’s chief 
executive Mike Pyrah said: 
“The group has continued 
to address the performance 
and profitability of Quest 
and loss margins were suc¬ 
cessfully narrowed in the 
first half of 2014.

CELEBRATED Russian 
playwright Anton Chekhov 
was a medical man, which 
may explain his clinical, 
approach to his characters. 
What is not so well known 
about the author of The 
Cherry Orchard, Uncle Van¬ 
ya, Three Sisters and The 
Seagull, is that before he 
wrote these plays he had 
created one remarkable 
work of non-fiction. 

In 1890 Chekhov made a 
3,000 mile journey across 
Siberia to Sakhalin Island, 
where he interviewed thou¬ 
sands of prisoners. These in¬ 
terviews and his experiences 
on the island prompted a 
book that is a powerful ev¬ 
ocation of place and suffer¬ 
ing. It has led to a bleak and 
challenging piece of theatre. 

The Russian Doctor is a 
blend of chilling video im¬ 
agery by 59 Productions, at¬ 
mospheric music by Johnny 
Pilcher and Ewan Campbell 
and physical performance by 
Andrew Dawson. He gives a 
softly-spoken description of 
Chekhov’s experiences be¬ 
fore contorting his body in 
a representation of pain by 
turns surreal, obtuse and 
disturbing.

Four Scottish Dances presents 
a picture postcard view of Scotland whilst 
Scottish Ballad strikes a serious note. 

The BRB will then be back at the Hip¬ 
podrome with their Christmas treat for 
the Midlands, Sir Peter Wright’s The Nut¬ 
cracker from November 28 to December 13. 

There is also ballet at Wolverhampton 
Grand Theatre this week when English 
Youth Ballet give dozens of aspiring young 
dancers from the West Midlands the chance 
to pirouette alongside professional prin¬ 
cipals in a traditional production of The 
Sleeping Beauty. More than 100 youngsters 
aged from eight to 18 will join the eight pro¬ 
fessionals in this opulent staging of a much¬ 
loved ballet tomorrow evening and twice on 
Saturday, matinee and evening.

“On MasterChef I let people get 
away with things as long as they 
cover it in Chantilly cream!” 

Meanwhile, DJ Scott Mills admits 
he has probably already given at 
least one judge a reason not to go 
easy on him. “I met Craig yesterday 
for the first time. He was on my 
show and we soaked him with 
water. So that’s probably not going 
to do me any favours particularly!”

I know on 
the show he can be quite mean but 
I guess that’s his job - and 
yesterday I found him surprisingly 
pleasant!”

Golden girl who beat 
bullies faces new goal 


BRITAIN’S golden girl of wheelchair tennis 
Jordanne Whiley has served up her next goal 
- to become the ‘face’ of her sport. 

Yet it wasn’t so long ago that bullies at school 
made the 22-year-old from Halesowen want to turn 
her head away in horror. 

After a whirlwind fortnight, where she made history as 
the first Briton to hold all four Grand Slam titles in a cal¬ 


endar year, that seems hard 
to believe. 

Winning the US Open 
wheelchair doubles with 
partner Yui Kamiji of Japan 
completed a feat previously 
achieved only by greats Ste¬ 
ffi Graf, Rod Laver and Mar¬ 
garet Court. 

“It’s amazing really. No- 
one can take it away from 
me because I’m the first 
person to do it and it’s some¬ 
thing really special to me,” 
she said. 

“It’s also great that the 
first British person to do it 
is disabled as well. 

“It’s putting the sport 
up there on the map and 
it shows it’s high-level and 
professional. 

“I look at the way dis¬ 
abled sport has taken off 
since London 2012 and see 
the way some people have 
become household names, 
such as David Weir and 
Mickey Bushell and I want 
to be the same. 

“Tennis is such a big sport 
in the UK, so why shouldn’t 
it be big as a wheelchair 
sport? I want to become a 
face of wheelchair tennis, 
much in the same way as 
Ellie Simmonds has done 
for swimming.” 

Whiley is a winner and 
these days confidence oozes 
from her as abundantly 
as the blond hair tumbles 
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down her back. But it wasn’t 
always that way. Born with 
osteogenesis imperfecta - 
the same condition as her 
father Keith, a Paralym¬ 
pian, she broke her legs 
some 26 times before she 
was 12 and faced years of 
painful surgery. But as bad 
as the physical pain was, 
there was also the emotional 
distress caused by bullies at 
school, Earls in Halesowen. 

Mean 

“It was quite bad at high 
school; there were a lot of 
mean kids,” she said. “Peo¬ 
ple used to throw stuff at me 
and take my bag and put it 
somewhere where I couldn’t 
get it because I used to walk 
with sticks at the time.” 

While she has achieved 
her biggest successes as one 
half of a doubles act, Whiley, 
who now lives at Ickenham 
in Middlesex, wants to be 
just as good at the singles 
game. 

“Next year the aim is 
to do all the Grand Slams 
again but I’m hoping to do 
it in the singles as well be¬ 
cause I got to the semi-finals 
in Australia but got knocked 
out in the quarter-finals in 
the US,” she added.
